Wesson Letter Requesting CIA Documents 


1 . In response to a request from the Central Reference 
Service in mid-May, we reviewed our holdings in an attempt to 
locate the documents listed by Mr. Nesson. We checked our 
chrono file, the original Pentagon Papers, the Government 
Printing Office published version of the Pentagon Papers, and 
our Damage Assessment Index for the Pentagon Papers. The 
problem of locating the requested documents was compounded 
by the lack of specificity in their description by Mr. Nesson. 
In May, we were either able to provide copies of several of 
the documents or leads as to where CRS would be able to locate 
the material. 


2. Upon receipt of the subpoena, for Mr. Thuerrner reque 
ing the «ame documents, we again reviewed the above data but 
were unsuccessful in identifying aiy additional documents in 
answer to the subpoena list. At this time, we provided CRS 
with our Pentagon Papers Damage Assessment Index so that it 
could be used in their continuing search tor 
Mr . Peterson ' s 


the material.
